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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant alleges that the boxes in Winer do not 
correspond to the items recited in the claims. However, they do not necessarily have to. As the rejection states, the group editing 
technique of these boxes would have been obvious to apply to the items of APD. Applicant's arguments repeatledy allege that Winer 
does not teach certain elements. However, Winer has not been relied on to teach these elements. One cannot show nonobviousness by 
attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 
USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). The combinations to teach these elements 
as explained in the Final Rejection. Applicant alleges that no character or digit alignment takes place because only the boxes are aligned. 
However, as the boxes or moved for alignment the first characters in those boxes will be aligned as well. While this might not be the type 
of alignment described in the Specification, the first characters would be aligned and therefore to correspond to the broadest reasonable 
interpretation of the term consistent with the specification. . 
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
